Most  of  you  T-rill  have  received  a  copy  of  a  Newsletter  entitled  ARLIS/CAI.ADA 
Ifevsletter,  edited  by  iiary  Williazison  of  York  University,   There  nay  be  some  vho 
will  be  very   confused  by  a  second  newsletter  suddenly  appearing. 

For  some  ti::e,  there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  discontent  with  the  fact  that 
the  Art  Libraries  Conr.ittee  has  been  functioning  as  a  standing:  cormittee  of  C^-3L1:J 
in  the  Canadian  Library  Association,  Some  believe  that  a  separate  or£:anization  v;ould 
be  better  or,  failing;  that,  a  Canadian  chapter  of  aRLIS/ITA, 

In  my  o'^dnion,  I  do  not  believe  that  there  is  a  sufficient  number  of  art 
librarians  and/or  those  interested  in  sjrt  libraries  in  Canada  to  form  their  own 
group  and  become  coiipletdy  autono^ious.  To  date,  the  lar£:,est  number  of  Canadian  art 
librarians  to  attend  any  one  conference  has  been  tv:elve  at  ARLIS/NA  in  Detroit  last 
January.  These  people  T-rere  scattered  from  Halifax  to  Vancouver  with  the  only 
nunerical  strength  coming;  from  Ontario, 

My  solution  for  the  problem  is  one  which  I  have  thought  over  for  some  time 
and  have  also  discussed  with  others,  \Je,    in  Canada,  do  have  some  Canadian  problems 
which  are  unique  to  ourselves.  2iblio^-raphies ,  reference  books  and  so  on  which  we 
nust  use  and/or  conpile  must  have  Canadian  content  which  cannot  be  found  in  books 
coapiled  else-i-rhere.  Therefore,  I  suggest  that  the  Art  Libraries  Corrnittee  continue 
to  function  vrith  CL.A,  and  to  meet  vrith  them  to  encourage  this  Canadian  approach. 
The  active  nembers  of  the  Committee  v^ould  have  to  be  G.L.^i-.  members  but  others  are 
not  precluded  from  meeting  v:ith  the  Committee  if  such  a  time  or  place  is  convenient 
for  them, 

I  would  also  urge  all  Canadian  art  librarians,  who  are  interested,  to 
join  ARLIS/N.-.  and   to  attend  their  meetin^-s  when  possible.   At  the  same  time,  if  there 
are  a  sufficient  number  of  persons  in  Ontario,  Quebec,  B.C.,  the  Laritir-es  or  elsev;here 
who  wish  to  form  a  local  chapter  of  aRLIS/M.t.  do  so,  but  do  not  call  it  r.hLIs/CAyADA, 
This  vjould  be  a  misnoner  and  would  no  more  serve  the  purposes  of  the  art  librarians 
of  Canada  than  the  Art  Libraries  Committee  or  i^.RLIs/lLi  are  doing  at  the  present  time, 

Until  there  are  art  librarians  in  sufficient  numbers  in  every  area  of 
Crnada,  I  do  not  believe  we  can  function  as  either  an  autonomous  group  or  as  a 
dom.inion-v7id e  chapter  of  AFwLIiS,   If  many  of  you  disagree  with  me  in  this,  vrhy  not 
code  to  our  meeting  of  the  Art  Libraries  Committee  in  w'innipeg,  June  2;;5-24,1974,

Public  intere.';t  and  appreciation  h'tvo  been  stimulated  in  the  l;.st  fow  years  by  many 
fine  Indian  pnd  Eskimo  art  exiiibit-;,  exhibition  cat-ilojues  ••nd  book::.  Yet,  Indian 
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and  Eskimo  naterialp  are  still  E?jUeezed  into  E  and  F  claRsif ication  schedules  under 
the  LC  systea,  into  the  970 *n  under  the  Dewey  systeni, 

\Th.y   £;hould  all  other  so-called  primitive  and/or  trihal  arts  be  classified 
in  JT  with  adequate  Gubiect  headings  under  art  or  painting  or  sculpture,  v/ith  their 
geographic  subdivisions,  vrhile  /-.niiirican  Indian  arts  are  hidden  araonj;  anthropological 
works? 

The  disadvantages  to  art  librarians,  researchers,  brovrsers,  and  even  to  the 
native  conteniporary  artists  are  only  too  obvious,   IJeither  classification  nor  subject 
heading  is  in  lo^rical  relationship  to  other  arts,  so  that  access  by  location  or  subject 
catalO;rije  is  extremely  difficult.  Most  library  patrons  can  find  ART  -  OC"^AIfICA  or 
run  through  catalog  entries  from  I>^.SKS,  AFKICAM  to  k^SICS,  TIBKT.-JI,  but  only  the  librarian 
vill  rener:ber  the  elusive  headin-  under  IIiDI..:;S  OP  nCF.TH  .AIi:::?.ICA. 

If  you  too  are  frustrated  by  this  system  ?.nd  would  like  to  see  it  changed, 
you  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  the  Library  of  Congress  is  approachable.   Even 
Photography  is  at  last  finding  its  wa;/  into  the  If  class,  and  on  Page  23  of  the  .aRLIS/ 
ITA  NeT-rsletter  v,2,;io.2,  February  1974  is  this  encouraging  announcsent:  "ARLIs/ilA 
if  offering  the  Td   classification  for  Photography,  an  alternative  to  TR....this  is 
one  way  ;/ou  can  recatalog  your  photography  books  and  have  then  with  the  rest  of  your 
N  classification  books  in  the  Fine  Arts.  The  IIH  classification  is  an  alternative 
that  was  not  accepted  by  LC  during  the  revision,  but  was  created  by  the  LC  staff,,.." 

If  Photography  is  ready  for  integration,  why  not  the  Arrierican  Indian 
and  Hskirao  arts?
